THE STATE oF NEw HAMPSHIRE 


(L. 8.) 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Deerfield in the Coun- 
ty of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Deerfield on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation for the same. 

3. To see if the town will vote to accept state and high- 
way maintenance and appropriate money for the same. 

4. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for 
town construction of highways and appropriate money for 
the same. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
one hundred and fifty dollars for Memorial Day. 

6. To see if the town will vote to build a steel and 
and cement bridge and raise and appropriate money for 
the same. — 

7. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
br eaking the roads on the South side of the town and ap- 
propriate money for the same. 
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8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for snow fence. 


9. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of two hundred dollars to widen the road at the foot 
of Griffin Hull. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars to repair the 
road beginning at Allenstown line and working toward 
Deerfield South Road. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate four hundred dollars for the control of the white pine 
blister rust. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of one thousand dollars for the support of a 
doctor. 

13. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
highway from Tandy Corner to Drews Corner subject to 
gates and bars. 

14. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the West 
end of South Road jbetween so-called New Road and 
eorner near Levi Hartford’s, subject to gates and bars.

“SCHOOL REPORT OF DEERFIELD, N. H. 


To the School Board of Deerfield: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the school 
year 1926-27, together with certain facts about the school 
affairs during the present year. 

At the opening of the year, August 1926, Miss Eva 
Smith, who had previously taught the South Road school, 
resigned on account of ill-health. Miss Mary Cassidy, a 
graduate of Keene Normal School, was chosen to suc- 
ceed her. About mid-year, Mrs. Bertha Brown, of this 
town, took the school. 

Ten pupils were graduated in June. A majority of 
these entered a secondary school in the fall. 

In the fall of 1927, the School Board decided to em- 
ploy a school nurse to cover the work of health super- 
vision. It was found that this arrangement would not 
cost the district any more, since the State allows more 
aid in financing the employment of a nurse. Moreover, 
the work can be more efficiently done by a nurse, since 
she will follow up cases needing attention in a way that 
a physician does not feel at liberty to do. Mrs. Martha 
Hurd, R. N., of Derry, was employed for this work in 
October. Mrs. Hurd made a good start, but, unfortu- 
nately was taken ill and later resigned. Mrs. Margaret 
Ahlgren, R. N., of Manchester, has recently been em- 
ployed for the work and is just entering upon it. 

I feel that we owe it to the children of the town to 
furnish the best instruction possible. While, without 
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doubt, experienced teachers without professional train- 
ing have done very good work, I have olbserved that, as 
a rule, trained teachers do more effective work, in the 
long run. I recommend that, so far as possible, trained 
teachers be employed and that salaries be adjusted so 
as to bring about this result.
